000,000, from which 500,000 must 
be deducted, having remained in en- 
tente or neutral countries. The first 
figure does not include the 1920 
class, which would increase’ the 
forces by 9450,000 men. 

Following medical examinations 
‘at the beginning of the war, 2,250,- 
(000 were rejected as unfit. This 
‘Jeft a total of 11,250,000, from which 
losses must be deducted. At present 
Germany has in hospitals or wait- 
ing to be examined 950,000 men, 
while 700,000 men are employed in 
depots or the interior.of the coun- 
try. The number of men Germany 
‘has lost as prisoners is given: Pris- 
oners in France, 250,000; in Russia,

“WITH THE AMERICAN ARMIES 
IN FRANCE, Feb. 15.—The sector 
of the French front held by Persh- 
in@’s men faces Mont Sec, a domi- 
nating crag of the St. Mihiei Neights, 
bristling with German cannon and 
machine guns. This great natural 
fortress overlooks the whole region 
northwest of Toul, and is ever be- 
fore the eyes of the American troops. 

e correspondent was allowed to 
igok at the famous hill from the 
security of the American trenches 
“during a vis¥ to the front. it stands 
ubout three miles northeast of Xiv- 
ray, ‘where the* recent patrol clash 
octurred, and about 10 miles east 
of the town of St. Mihiel. 

““Now you can get a fine look at 
it, We will be out of the trenches 
in a minute,” said the Major, who 
idd our party. We had been walk- 
ing down one of those trenches that 
sive the same feeling of security and 
permanence as the Coney Island 
board walk. The trench & deeper 
than a man’s height, is wooden 
walled, bas a sidewalk, and is pro- 
vided with latticed “duckboards,” 
where the least likely thing in the 
world seemed to be the explosion of 
a..shell 

The trench took a sudden turn 
and then it suddenly changed in 
character. Instead of wooden beams 
and clayboards there were gray 
While we stumbled 
along there appeafed to the left 
what seemed like a pile of paving 
stones and to the right a dull rem- 
nant of a chimney. 

Trench Runs Through Village. 

We were in a village and we were 
walking through what once was a 


peasants’, house... Another turn and 
we were’right at what had been the) 
devr of a house, for parts of the} 
door posts were still standing. There 
was a neat little wooden sign bear- 
ing the name of a front line village 
in the American sector only a thou- 
sand yards from the spot where a 
few nights ago the Germans am- 
bushed the Americar patrol 1500 
yards from the German trenches. 

Again the trench wound about, 
passing under the lea of the one 
remaining wall of the next house, 
the plaster of which was pitted with 
Suddenly, after a 
sharp descent and another turn, we 
found ourselves looking down a dark 
hele in which the only sign of habi- 
tation was a deep flight of steps. 

“Look over there before we go 
se the dugouts,’’ said my com- 

anion pointing toward a round hole 
“a the wall where a shell had 
smashed through. 

At first glance there was nothing 
visible but a circular patch against 
the sky, but going closer, a big 
round dark shape suddenly came 
into view. 

v"anat’s it,” said 
“That's Mont Sec.” 

It seermaed as near as the house 
across the street, but there the sim- 
ilarity ended. A house is a familiar, 
human sort of thing with windows 
through which one can glimpse life 
within, but Mont Sec loomed up like 
some crouching monsttr, such as 
frightened children see at the end 
of a dark passage, while beyond 
apepared more dimly long lines of 
other shapes like solitary sentinels 
on the battle line—the heights of the 
famous St. Mihiel salient. 

Village Mile Away Visbie. 

But my eyes returned inevitably 
to Mont Sec. Bluish black it looked, 
for most of it is heavily wooded, in- 
sciutable and apparently uninhabi- | 
ited, Straining the eyes one could | 
see off to the right what looked like 
a gray mud pie. Just that moment 
a tiny break in the clouds let down 
a ray™of sunshine, striking like a 
spotlight on the roofs and walls and 
listening from the church.spire. It 
was the village of Mont Sec nestling 
on the eastern. slope of the mount 
itself. It has been badly battered 
by shell fire, but more than a mile 
away in the golden light it looked 
like a fairy city. A puff of emoke | 
sprouted up the slope and the heavy 
air brought us the sound of a gun, 
At the same moment a cloud blotted 
out the sunlight. The illusion was 
fone, leaving only the grim bulk of 
Mont Sec.

In August 
1914, it was a village of some 600, 
souls—thrifty, hard-working and 
home-loving French peasants, proud | 
of the quaint old church, facaded 
mairie, glass-toped lavoir. public 
wash house and a century-old arched | 
stone bridge. The boche came and 
now nothing is left of the mairie | 
but part of the doorwWay with a few ' 
letters of inscription concerning lib- | 
erty, equality and fraternity. The | 
lavoir was knocked into aie cree!?: 
which was dammed up. The bridgc 
is moss grown, for the creek wanders | 
into what is now No Man’s Land, 
and thence through the German 
trenches. The church is simply a 
cellarful of crushed stone: 

Now it is merely a burned-out 
stump of a village. Nothing remains 
that looks likée'a house or home. Its: 
pepulation is made up of our: men 
only and they live underground. 

Everything has a dead look—walls, 
streets are a dull gray or brown. 
There are no grass, no trees, not. 
even moss. The only thing to sug- 
gest life is the fresh brown earth 
thrown up by the shells—messen-. 
gers of death. Just outside the town 
is a dash of color. Down what used 
to be a side street is a remnant of 
a stone wall and within are bits of 
red, white and blue French flags on 
graves of soldiers kfiled in the 
streets. 

As we left the village we heard 
a shell bang behind us and a cloud. 
of bluish-gray stone dust rose up 
from the ruins. “There goes the 
Hun,’ said the Major, a veteran 
more than three years with the Ca- 
nadians, and who ts now with the 
Americans.

Then came a sudden crash as a 
shell burst a couple uf hundred yards 
away, scattering pebbles on the 
mourners and causing a shower of 
small stones to rattle on the smooth 
pine coffin in the graye. The last 
cold rays of a winter s had been 
sufficient to disclose to the observers 
in a German sausage balloon the 
handful of men in the little orchard, 
which is now a steadily growing 
American cemetery. Enemies who 
bomb hosiptals and shoot the help- 
less wounded’ in ambulances could 
not overlook even a funeral in their 
unquenchable thirst for more vic- 
tims. 

Mourners Soon Scatter. 

The first shot failed to produce 
casualties among the mourners and 
before another shell came the party 
had scattered into nearby dugouts 
and bombproofs. In a few minutes 
the mantle of dusk covered every- 
thing in the stillness of the ap- 
proaching night one could hear the 
steady beat of shovelers filling in the 
grave. 

Sixteen Americans fallen in action 
are already in that cemetery, which 
was started only a few weeks ago. 
The graves, with a rough wooden 
cross at the head of each, stretch 
the 
centtries old burying ground back of 


|a church yghere the -French wor- 


shipped before the village was- bat- 
tered into shapeless ruins. Ammu- 
nition is piled a few yards away and 
gun emplacements are near by.

The role of the crafty statesman 
and stately ecclesiastic provided 
Mantell with an opportunity for mas- 
terly character portrayal, which he 
utilized with commanding ability. 
His version of the great Cardinal is 
no doubt unhistorical; for one thing, 
the Richelieu of fact. died at 57, 
while Mantell’s could scarcely be less 
than 70. But this fiction afforded 
scope for a dramatic contrast be- 
tween the physical decrepitude of an 
old man, with his limp, his _palsied 
hands and his fainting spells; and | 
the towering intellect, the tremen- 
dous power of will, which still flame 
Leneath the ashes of his yeers. 

For the most part it is a char- 
acter sweetened by the mellowing 
philosophy of age, with its playful 
and kindly satire, its tenderness to- 
wards youth, its benevolence of at- 
titude, its pathetic loneliness.

To the character Mantell brought 
a deep capacity for feeling, a spacious

He was 
lan aged man, frail and ill of body, 
but from the burning eyes flashed 
on indomitable intellect. Even his

was frayed with the wear of age. But 
in his great speeches it was the fa- 
(miliar sonorous organ, rich and 
ithrilling, converting the poet’s medi- 
ocre blank verse into a majestic 
music by sheer dint of elocution. In 
‘his facial makeup Mantell achieved 
a remarkable verisimilitude to por- 
| traits of Armand de Richelieu. 
' In his anxiety to accentuate the 
part of the Cardinal, the dramatist 
dwarfed the other characters into 
marionettes rather than human be- 
ings. It is too late after 80 years to 
analyze the many defects of the 
comedy; it is enough to say that the 
loves of the’Chevalier de Mauprat 
and of Julie de Mortemar do not in- 
terest us in the least; that when 
Richelieu is off the stage everything 
languishes into dullness; that the 
conspiracy endangering him is too 
contemptible to excite any apprehen- 
sions on his behalf; that the plot is 
melodrama; and that the lines are 
never by any accident poetry, but 
at their best only neat, crisp prose 
cast into iambic pentameters. 
Under the circumstances, any ex- 
pression as to the abilities of the oth- 
ers of the cast would possibly be un- 
just. Even the leading feminine 
part, that of Julie, taken by Miss 
Genevieve Hamper, is rarely ‘more 
than that of a lay figure.

Years of record-taking, and cum- 
puting of averages and percentages 
tr, the army, have established certain 
well-marked borders between which 
the division records will fall. Given 
a certain number of men, of certain 
ages, living under stated conditions, 
and the death rate will be between 
this number and this slightly higher 
rumber per 1000. If the death rate 
runs along the lower number, the di- 
vision is doing well. If it approaches 
the higher number, or exceeds it, 
there is something wrong, and the 
medical men fight as hard to change 
those few little marks on the weekly 
reports as their patients will fight 
afterwhile’ to change bigger marks 
on the map. 

If the size of the organization is 
guch that the normal death rate 
would be three per week. and three 
men die in the week, conditions are 
normal, however hard the doctors 
are trying to prevent these deaths. 
There are three homes somewhere 
to which have gone notification that 
a soldier has died.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Consider U. R. Stockholders. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In my opinion there are three factors to 
be considered if we are to have satisfac- 
tory street car service: 1, satisfied public; 
*. satisfied employes; 3, satisfied stock- 
holders. 

Seemingly, the city objects to a reduc- 
tion of taxation because city employes 
want increases in their wages, and the 
higher cost of materials and as guardians 
of “public welfare” wish to keep down the 
cost of transportation. This being the 
ease, where is the money coming from to 
increase the wages of United Railways 
employes? Remember all three factors 
must be satisfied if the service is not to 
suffer! Do you not think too little con- 
sideration has been given the stockhold- 
ers, many of whom are of the middle class 
of workers who had little money to invest, 
but who had faith in St. Louis, its busi- 
ness men and their future? 

The original fare—5 cents—was adopt- 
ed in St. Louis, as in other cities, based 
upon the small horse car, slow service (15- 
minute headway), cheap labor employed 
long hours, cheap material and an easily 
satisfied public, but now quite the con- 
trary exists. The public, in general, is 
critical arfd exacting, the employe ambi- 
tious and thrifty, therefore why should we 
exact from the railway company obsolete 
charges such as requiring them to not only 
originally install the pavements between 
rails and tracks and a given distance out- 
side the rails when they, because of the 
demand of the public, abandoned the horse 
car system years&go, which made this re- 
quirement reasonable when originated? 

It seems but fair, in my opinion, that we 
should give the employe a reasonable in- 
crease, also give the stockholder an op- 
portunity to make a fair return upon his 
investment, also take into consideration 
the money they have been required to 
spend in an endeavor to satisfy the pub- 
lic in their efforts to give the best service 
in keeping with the progress of engineer- 
ing in street railway work. Therefore, 
would it not be fair to adopt a system of 
rate-making whereby all transfers be paid 
for at, say, 1 cent each. Discontinue the 
practice of requiring the company to in- 
stall and maintain the pavement between 
tracts, etc., except where they make it nec- 
essary due to their own extensions or re- 
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THE RULE OF LOYALTY. 


“Will you co-operate or will you obstruct?” is 


the test question President Wilson put to the 


striking carpenters of the shipyards through 
President Hutcheson of the Carpenters’ Union. 

“‘No body of men have the moral right in the 
present circumstances of the nation to strike un- 
til every method of adjustment has been tried to 
the limit. If you do not act upon this principle 
you are undoubtedly giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy, whatever may be your conscious pur- 
pose.” 

To this explicit rule of conduct in this war 
crisis the President added the assurance that 
the Government would maintain the best possi- 
ble conditions of labor, as it would use all its 
power to prevent lawless and conscienceless pro- 
fiteering. He gave assurance that the Ship- 
building Wage Industrial Board would deal) 
fairly and liberally with all wage questions. 

The rule of loyalty and patriotism is clear to 
all wage earners upon whose labor depends the 
success of the war plans of the Government. They 
must in honor and conscience and loyalty con- 
tinue work pending decisions upon zrievances or 
demands. The strike, when victory or defeat 
hangs in the balance, has the moral nature and 
effect of military disobedience or mutiny in the 
army at the front. It is akin to disloyal slack- 
erism in any walk of life in connection with the 
duty of citizenship to support the Government in 
war and co-operate with all necessary war work. 

No other rule can be adopted by labor, not 
only for the safety of the nation and the men 
at the front, but for its own safety. What will it 
profit union men to win a strike and deliver the 
country and all their interests and destinies into 
the hands of an autocratic enemy? The enemy 
must be defeated at any cost. 

Fortunately this rule, which was accepted by 
Pregident Hutcheson after the President's ap- 
peal, has been accepted by all other unions in 
the shipbuilding work. It ought to be accepted by 
all wage earners as a rule of conscientious loy-

alty. 


correspondence between Mr. Hutcheson and the 
President was accompanied by news of a resolu- 
tion of the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor that the war against Prus- 
sianism is a fight for the rights of labor, as itis a 
fight for the rights and liberties of all men. 
“The hope of labor,’ says the council, “lies in op- 
portunity for freedom.’’ 

Shall labor abandon the rights, the freedom, 
the hope for which it has struggled through the 
ages? Shall it desert the cause of freedom in 
the crisis of the struggle? Never! We believe 
that labor needs only to understand and with 
understanding it will lead the fight. 
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OUR SHIPPING ACHIEVEMENTS. 

Despite the activities of the U-boats, the rail- 
way congestion, the governmental restrictions of 
war-time traffic and the great emergency demand 
for shipping, wonderful achievements have been 
accomplished in export trade since the United 
States entered the world war last April. The 
American Exporter, in its current issue, calls at- 
tention to these accomplishments in 1917: 

Exports for the year $746,000,000 greater than 
ever before. 

Shipments for December largest for any month 
on record, with one exception. 

Total shipping cleared from the United States 
for foreign ports greater than in 1915. 

Value of exports carried in American ships 
nearly three times as great as in 1915. 

Exports to Latin-American countries greater 
than in any previous year. 

More shipping being built here than the total 
built in all the world in any year prior to 1912. 

More shipping planned for than Great Britain 
and Ireland built in six years before the war. 

Total loss of American ships by submarines 


only 69 vessels, as against 1310 new vessels re- | 


quisitioned or contracted for. 

This is a gratifying record, which should do’ 
much to convince the world that the United 
States have tremendous reserve powers.

In response to the urgent appeal of the British 
Food Administrator for enough wheat to enable 
our allies to continue fighting, the United States 
Food Administrator has replied: ‘‘We will export 
every grain of wheat that the American people 
save from their normal consumption. We believe 
our people will not fail to meet the emergency.” 

But if the emergency is to be met without en- 
forcing gtarvation conditions on anyone, produc- 
tion must be kept up and increased. There must 
be labor to till the fields and gather the crops. 

With so many young farmers in the army and 
to go, the next best available labor source is 
the two million boys of 16 years of age and over 
who are either in the schools or engaged in un- 
essential occupations. 

To utilize this labor supply, the Department of 
Labor at Washington is organizing what is known 
as The United States Boys’ Working Reserve. Its 
members are to take the places on farm and in 
workshop now being vacated by men. 

National Enrollment Week for the Boy’s Work- 
ing Reserve begins Monday, March 18, and it is 
the hope of the Department of Labor that during 
this week a sufficient number of able-bodied 
boys and youths may be enrolled to meet the de- 
mand. This Boys’ Working Reserve is the only 
national organization established to mobilize the 
boys of the nation to meet the national crisis. 
It has the indorsement of President Wilson. 

The Missouri Director of the U. S. Boys’ Work- 
ing Reserve is Prof. U. W. Lamkin, State Super- 
intendent of Schools, Jefferson City.

Throat Jordan. At any rate, one 
or the other of them cheered on 
the mob that came from Paris, 
that had howled about the palace 
an entire night and formed the 
menacing escort the next morning. 

And a terrifying procession it 
was, preceded by several pikes 
upon which were placed the heads 
of several Gardes du Corps. Amer- 
ica’s friend, Lafayette, rode be- 
side the royal carriage that day, 
having gone to Versailles to warn 
and if possible rescue the royal 
family. 

In corroboration of the mob’s 
reputed habit of turning upon one 
another, Theroinge de Mericourt 
met with a tragic fate. At the 
zenith of her career, after she 
had been appointed ‘‘commander 
of the Third Corps of the army of 
the Faubourgs” and her power 
had become so great that her sin- 
gle word would condemn or ac- 
quit, suddenly the crowd grew 
suspicious of her. It was decided 
that she was leaning toward Gi- 
rondism. The Furies, the very 
women whom formerly she could 
sway at will, surrounded her on a 
terrace of the Tuilleries May 31, 
1793, stripped her naked and sub- 
jected her to a flogging in public 
view.
